Gen. Ross Sees Permanent Role 


For Civilian Defence In Canada 


Civil defence na¥W permanent 
part as a defence force with the 
armed services in Canada and 
in all nations, Brig. Gen. Alexan- 
der Ross; C.M.G., D.S.O. and 
Bar, federal civil defence director, 
told a meeting of Victoria and 
district personnel Tuesday night. 

In his fina] appearance during 
his twoday visit here in the 
course of his continental tour, he 
said if Canada were never sub- 
jected to attack the work of civil 
defence would not be wasted be- 
cause of the contributing effects 
of training and fellowship of 
personnel, He spoke at Victoria 
High School auditorium. 

Because of the efforts of the 
R.A.F, in the air and the civil 
defence on the ground the Battle 
of Britain had turned the tide of 
war so that Britain today stood 
as &@ great operational base from 
which the Allies would launch 
their. fina] attack, 

He said civil defence was the 
only weapon which could meet 
the effects of enemy attack, but 
warned that in an area of definite 
risk, as British: Columbia’ had 
been designated, a skeleton or- 
ganization could neyer succeed. 


PREPARED FOR ACTION 


“Attack in such an area may 
warning,” he said, adding that 
if such an attack came, every 
part..ot the civil defence organi 
zation would have to go into ac- 
tion, and to go. into action effeo- 
tively. He sald, such an organiza- 
tion must have the backing of 
public opipjon. To build a profes- 
sional sérvice was impossible. he 
said, ‘ 

He said Canadians had had 
great difficulty in understanding 
the plan of civil defence, While 
the organization had “been con- 
ceived during peacetime, it was 
built. during... peried.- of. ..war.

Whatever they should be (and | 
moralists have debatéd the isstie | 
| since the war began), here’s what 
| they are, in Canada and Britain, | 
| aS measured along scientific lines | 
by the Gatiup Polls in these two | 
countries. 

While in Britain, predominant 
attitude among everyday citizens | 
towards the people of Germany is 
one of anger and hate, in Canada, 
the dominant feeling appears 
based on the idea that they have 
been duped and misled by their 
leaders, and strongest apparent 
feeling is one of pity or even 
‘Sympathy. In this country, the 
average man appears more bitter 
against the Japanese than against | 
the German people. In reading 
these results, it must be borne in

of those interviewed mentioned 
hate or anger, compared with 45 
per cent in the case of Germans.
